The cranks who made up their minds that 
the world was growing too manly and too ro- 
bust to tolerate their unwholesome prejudices 
and their pusillanimous “manias,’’ deliberately 
selected the field of athletic sports as a good one 
in which to win one of their debilitating tri- 
umphs in the interest of pious effeminacy, weak 
nerves and dwindling muscles. The PoLICE Ga- 
ZETTE has, from time to time, pictured the march 
of these miserable fanatics, trampling under foot 
everything masculine, everything vigorous, 
everything that distinguishes civilized men in 
their amusements ani exercises from savage 
and blood-thirsty races. 

In New York they have been especially bit- 
ter against the two diversions which more than 
anything else distinguish and dignify the 
Anglo-Saxon - horse racing and boxtng. Thanks 
to their malignant bigotry, itis almost as dan- 
gerous to bet on the events of the turf as to pick 
a pocket; while, as a matter of fact, it is a good.

vurglar than a boxer. Procurers, perjurers, 
corruptionists and seducers of little children

until he fetches up in jail. 

What is the consequence? Dri en perforce 
from the capital of the American continent, 
these manly and innocent amusements break 
out like abundant freshets elsewhere, It is not 
too much to say that the extraordinary glad- 
fatorial boom which has had its moat striking 
expressions lately in San Francisco and Phila- 
deiphia, is all the more vigorous and enthusi- 
astic on account of the stern repression of the 
“cranks” of New York and Chicago. 

Take, for example, the Sullivan-Ryan match, 
the Dempsey-Burke match and the McCaffrey- 
Golden match. 

Is anybody a particle the worse off, morally 
or physically, even including the actual par- 
ticipants, that.Paddy Ryan’s pretentions came 
to griefin San Fra cisco; that Dempsey and 
Burke proved themselves to be about as scien- 
tific a pair of boxers'a&s ever exchanged taps; 
that Dominick McCaffrey emerged from a cloud 
ot suspicfon and doubt to rank as one of the 
gamestas well asone of the most skillful pu- 
gilists America bas ever produced ? 

The popularity of boxing has never been so 
well-founded as it is now, and nothing that 
fanaticism, with the biggest of F’s, can bring 
against it will even seriously depress it, much 
less extinguish it. So long as in San Francisco 
alone, over $:0,000 can be taken at the doors-for 
a Sullivan-Ryan match, and over $8,000 more 
within a few hours for a Dempsey-Burke .con- 
test of skill, there can be no reason to fee] any 
feur of crank “reformers” and bilious Phari- 
sees, That the battle has been fought to such 
good purpose is principally due. we make no 
bones of boasting, to the pertinacity of Richard 
K. Fox and the enterprise of the PoLicE 
GAZETTE. 
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IT is curious to notice how time equalizes ev- 
erything, even in crime, Not many moons 
ago bogus noblemen fleeced people in this 
country right and left. Just now shrewd, but 
rascally, Americans are taking advantage of 
the investment fever in Engiand, and are salt- 
ing money in their pockets in return for alleg- 
ed gold mines, After awhile, no doubt, Cana- 
da will have to return the thousands of dollars 
which defaulters have carried there from this 
country.

A WOMAN IN THE RAPIDS. 


{Subject of Illustration. } 

A pretty young woman named Sadie Allen, of Buf- 
falo, has made a trip through the Niagara rapids and 
whirlpool tbe afternoon of Nov. 28 in a barrel with 
George Hazlitt. She -is the first woman who ever 
aitempted the teat. 

The foolhardy adventure attracted a great number 
of people from Buffaio and otber places. while tne 
local population, always ready for a sensation. lined 
the-river’s bank on both sides nearly all the way from 
Niagara to Lewiston. Tne day was not a pleasant one 
by any means for such an enterprise. but these young 
people seemed to have stout hearts. The river was 
lower than usual which. according to the idea of most 
people acquainted witb tbe river, greatly increased 
the danger. 

Before making ber adventurous trip Miss Allen, 
who is twenty sears old, told a PoLICE GAZETTE cor- 
respondent that she had no tear, as she was gure “the 
boys” would not tage her where she would be injured, 
She added : 

**I might, for what I know, be just as well killed 
now as any lime, but ot course I don’t think I will be. 
I am an orphan, and, aside from my sister, who is 
with me, and two brothers, who are engineers on the 
railroad, I bave bo friend on earth.” 

The start was made trom the Maid of the Mist 
landing on the Canada side. Miss Allen was dressed 
in a brown woolen skirt with a Jersey, her whole 
figure being protected from the spray by a gossamer 
cloak. She threw off her gossamer and was banded 
down into tbe barrel, managing witb some difficulty 
to squeeze into the twelve by fifteen ineb aperture. 
Elmer Jones, commonly known as “Slippery Joe,” 
got into his flatboat at ten minutes to three, and Jobn 
Hearndon toox the line attached to the barrel. 

Wheo the boat started out into the stream Haglitt 
had his head out of the hole so as to give directions. 
“Slippery Joe” pulled out into the channel from the 
Horse Shoe Falls, and the barrel craft was soon speed- 
ing toward the place where it was to meet its ordeal. 
It was just five minutes to three when the turn 1n the 
river was passed at the old Maid of the Mist landing, 
where the rapids begin. 

Here the battle opened. 

The barrel rolled and dove, being ont of sight halt 
the time. It was loaded witb 500 pounds of sand, and 
was very loggy io the water. 

The whirlpool was reached at ope minute to 3, and 
io the little craft went. The roaring billows covered 
it with foam and mist. It went down once seemingly 
for good, but when it rigbtei again it wasseen moving 
down the stream, out of the maelstrom. 

It continued for about 500 rods. and then turned 
back and came into Thompson Eddy ashore on the 
Canadian shore. 

Frank E. Lawson, who keeps the gate at the Colts’ 
elevator, espied the party and ran along the shore of 
the whirlpool. They bad then been three-quarters of 
av hovrin the water. When the barrel came near 
enough to the shore Lawson threw a club and strack 
it, attracting the attention of Hazlitt, who stuck out 
his head, caught-a rope that was presently thrown 
bim, and the barre} was safely landed at a quarter to 
4 o’clock. 

Haslitt got out, but the young lady had to be carried 
to the elevator, where her friends were waiting. She 
was driven to Hearn's as quickly as possible, and at 6 
o'clock was able to sit up.

HIS DOUBLE CRIME. 


[Subject of Tllustratioa. ] 

A small two-story frame building at No. 106 North 
Asbland avenue, Chicagu, was tbe scene at 2 o’clock 
the other afternoon of a double tragedy, which 1in- 
cluded a murder ana a suicide. Mrs. Emily Smith, 
who lived witb her parents at the above number, was 
sbot tbrough the beart by her lover, Charles Dreger. 
who immediately afterwari fired a bullet into his own 
brain and died at ber side. Mrs. Smith was a hand- 
some woman, only nineteen years old, whoone anda 
balf years ago was married to William P. Smith, only 
two years her senior, and who is at present employed 
as casbier in a restaurant at No. 168 Clark street. The 
young couple did not live buppily together anJ several 
months ago separated by mutual agreement. Mrs, 
Smith returued to the family of ber father, Albert 
Wagner, and soon aiter met Charles Dreger, who fell 
in love with ber. Dreger was ap unmarried man, 
twenty-six years old, and a bartender in Ebler’s sa- 
loon, at the corner of West Chicago avenue aud Noble 
street. He induced Mr. Wagner, who had been for 
several years an invalid and depenient on bis chil- 
dren for support, to move with his family into fur- 
ished apartments at No. 106 Ashland avenue. The 
lease and furniture of these apartments were owned 
by Dreger. He sublet two rooms to Wagner, retaining 
tbe front room as asleeping apartment for himself. 
This arrangement was carried into effect about two 
months ago. Mr. Wagner’s family consisted of bim- 
self, bis wife, Mrs Smitb and three young children, 
all of whom were supported almost entirely by Mrs. 
Smith, who was employed at a restaurant at No. 159 
Washington street. From the time that the Wagners 
took up tbeir residence in Dreger's house Dreger 
pressed his attentions upon Mrs. Smitb, and urged ber 
to procure a divorce from her husband and marry 
bim. She repelled bis advances, the result being that 
he grew unreasonably jealous of ber husband. The 
other afternoon, while Mrs. Smitb was silting at a 
window in Dreger’s room, he renewed his suit in a ve- 
bement manper, and when she again rejected his 
overtures be drew from his pocket a 32-caliber revol- 
ver and fired two shotsat her. One of the shots was 
stopped by a steelin her corset, but the other entered 
her left breast and pierced her heart. 

Tbe unfortunate wowan sprang to her feet and ran 
toward a door leading to the rear room, where her 
father and mother were. Betore reaching the door 
she exclaimed: *‘Mother, J’m shot!”’ and tell dead on 
the floor. Almost at the same instant another shot 
was fired, and Dreger tell desd by the side of his love, 
baving sent a bullet through his right temple. When 
Wagner and his wite burst into the room they found 
the lifeless forms of their daughter and ber lover prone 
on the floor. The grief of the parents at this horrible 
tragedy was profound aud heartrending. Their bor- 
ror-stricken cries roused tbe neighbors, wbo sum- 
moned the police. The services of the latter were 
scarcely required. All they had to do was to take 
Dreger’s body to the morgue and notify the coroner 
of the two deaths. Mrs. Smith’s budy was lett at 
bome with her rarents. 

Dreger had no relatives in Chicago, but is said to 
bave brotbers and sisters in Dolton, Dl. The parents 
of Mrs. Smith stated that the only reason for hefgep- 
aration trom ber busband was incompatibility of t¢m- 
perament, ard also that there was no suspicion of any 
illicit relation between Mrs. Smith and Dreger.. The 
police claim to have learned that Mrs. Smith saw ber 
husband on Saturday, and tbat a reconciliation was ef. 
fected between the pair. This, however, is denied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Wagner, ana as Smith could not be found 
the matter remains in doubt. Dreger had evidently 
premeditated tbe crime, as be took his revolver from 
the money drawer when be Jett his employer’s 
saloon at ten o’clock in the evening, and sub- 
sequently when he stopped in another saloon ex- 
bibited his weapon, and said that he was baving 
trouble with ris family and intended to bave blood.

Witha view 
to learning how much ot the repurt was true, and if 
apy one in Oneida county was actually so fortunate, a 
representative of tbe Observer called uvon Mr. Wil- 
Warth to-day at bis residence, about a mile east of 
Deerfield Corners. Heis Justice of the Peace ot the 
town of Deerfield, and has served in that positiun for 
a number of vears past. By occupation he is a tarmer, 
devoting the most of his time to bee culture, in wuich 
be has been very successful. 

Mr. Wilmarth doesn’t want to brag about it, but he 
is really in luck. He bought for $1 one-tentn of ticzet 
No 51.583 in The Louisiana State Lottery, whicb in 
the montbly drawing of September l4th drew the 
First Capital Prize of $150,000, so that Wilmarth re- 
ceived $15,090, He did not know of his good luck until 
nearly two months afterwards: when he hau a specia! 
notice from the New Orleans lottery office. where they 
were wondering why be did not draw bis money. He 
then drew for his share of the prize, and a tew days 
ago it came to him bv express—all in gold, weighing 
upwards of filty pounds. Mr. Wilmarth is a prudent 
man, and wil] take good care of it.—Uvtica (N. Y.) Obd- 
server, Nov. 22.

in a penitentiary wonld bea paradise in comparison. 
The scouncrels who are engaged ip this nefarious 
trafficinvariably present the enticements of a theatri- 
cal life to their victims, offering to give them a dram- 
atic education and then pay them well for their ser- 
vices, There is something alluring in a stage career 
that young girls who think they bave talent can rareiy 
resist, and so they readily fall a prey to the villainous 
schemes concocted by unscrupuluus men. The victims 
are usually reacbed through advertisements in the 
papers. Recently the followiug notice appeared in a 
Chicago paper : 

*WANTED—Two ladies to sing in concert hall, wages 
$20 per week: also two lady wuiters, wages $15 our 
week. Address Joun Morrison, proprietor and man- 
ager of Opera House, [ron Mountain, Micb.” 

A number of answers were received by the person 
advertising. and selecting five from tbe lot he sent 
railroad tickets io the applicants and told them to 
come. The girls all started on a Northwestern train 
the same night, unconscious of eacb other's presence; 
all of them without notice to their parents or friends; 
three of them pure and entirely innocent of the sort 
of life they were expected to lead. Upon arriving at 
Iron Mountain they were met at the depot by an 
ewploye of Morrison, who conducted them to his 
infamous resort, @ concert hall and brothel of the Jow- 
est kind. To enter was worse than deato, and, as if 
by intuition, one of the intended victims was repelled 
by the appearance of the exterior of the den and re- 
fused to enter. Its character was to her as plainly 
announced as thoughsbe had read over its portals 
tbe inscription: “Abandon hope all ye who enter 
bere.” :

A gentleman connected with the Panama Railway, 
who has recently returned from the Isthmus, called 
at the World office the other Gay and said .

Tse Suit for Divorce Which 
His Wife Brings Against 
Lord Colin Campbell. 


WEDDING A LEPER. 


—_—_ 


Some of the Most Nauseating Ac- 
cusations Against a Husband Ever 
Brought Into Court. 


It was exactly 10 o’clock the morning of Nov. 2% 
when tbe Officials who attended the court-rcom, in 
London, where tbe celebrated Colin Campbell case 
was to be tried, opened the heavy iron doors and let 
in tbe limited sew who bad been fortunate erough to 
pass througb the main entrance below of the great law 
courts building. The gallery was given up mainly to 
the correspondents of foreign papers, who were there 
in considerable numbers, while the corner of tbe room 
to the ris ht of the Judge was set aside tor the reporters 
ot the London papers and the various news associa- 
tions. On the left of the Judge’s seat was the jury- 
box. while in the centre were the seats for parties to 
the suit, their counsel, and such barristers’as were 
abie to secure admission. The puolic was cut out 
nearly altogether. There was no room tor anybody 
who did not have business there. The court-room is 
small, close and square, with massive stone walls, 
sky-lghts, three Gotbic windows on one s de fifteen or 
twenty feet above the floor and two on the other. The 
otticials did the best they could with the limited space 
at their disposal, The pressure to obtain even stand- 
ing room was very great. Solicitors and barristers in 
white wigs and black gowns flitted about tbe long, 
dark ba‘l outstde the main door in the most nervous, 
excited and undignified manner, muking every en- 
deavor to gain admission. Av extra wooden barrier 
had been put up osave the door from being crushed 
in. 

The hand ot the clock had reached 10 minutes past 
10, when Ladys Colin Campbell entered attended oy 
her cousin Lady Miles, her father, mother and sister 
and some of her counsel. She looked slight and pretty, 
dressed in a short wrap of wine-colored plush trimmed 
with black fur, a cloth dress of the same sbLade and a 
stylish black bonnet and black veil. She has ve y 
black hair which had evidently been arranged with 
artistic care, and a naturally pale face, made more 
so no doubt by the painful ordeal that awaited ber. 
She immediately entered into conversation with ber 
soucitor, Mr. George Lewis, and began looking over 
some papers 1n an altogether business-like manner, 
paying no heed to the gaze of barristers, jurymen and 
others in the room. Lady Miles—a tall, dign‘fied, 
determined looking woman, dressed in a suit of hrown 
plusb, sat next to her, while next adjoining were Lady 
Colin’s parents, Mr. and Mrs Biood, both quite plain 
and farmerlike, the mother being a particularly small 
woman, with a face strongly marked by lines ‘of 
anxiety and suffering. Dr. Bird, one of the co-respond- 
enis and forsome time Lady Colin’s physician, was 
also df the party. A sister of Lady Colin took a seat 
with ber bushand turther back. No otber ladies were 
allowed to remain. Two who came into the corres 
ponoent’s gallery were asked to leave the court and, 
afier many protests, were compelled todo su. While 
Lady @olin was absorbed with Mr. Lewis in lor king 
over her papers Lord Colin Campbell came in. accom- 
panied by his soricitor. Husoand and wife had come 
In from different doors, but now found themselves 
side by side, witb only a lawyer beiween-them, for 
they both occupied the front bench. He drew oft his 
coat and scurt witb great delibera‘ion, merely glancing 
at her, wile she tuok no notice whatever of bis pres- 
ence. He loocs very much like bis brother, the Mar- 
quis of Lorne, but he walked with the feebieness of an 
invalid, and on his face were the unmistakable marks 
of settled disappointment. Attired in & close-fitting, 
black Prince Albert coat, with two plain rings on the 
fingers of his left hand, and patent leather shoes with 
white clotb tops, he was dressed witb as great care as 
his wife, and the two made a very striking couple, It 
was bardtorealize that these two cultured and retined- 
looking mew ers of London society were at the edge 
of the most revolting aod pitiful series of revelations 
of domestic misery ever made in open court. 

Tt was just 10:20 when Mr. Justice Butt, an honest 
and kirdly-looking old gentleman, came in and took 
bis seat on the litule raised plattorm, just. in front of 
the principals of the suit. The c se began without 
delay. ‘There was a momeni’s sparring as to whetber 
Lady Colin’s suit or that of her busband should be 
tried first Mr. Justice Butt, however, decided in 
favor of the former on the ground of priority. ‘First 
come, fir‘t served,” be said, and in a moment sir 
Charles Russell was up making the preliminary state- 
ment of Lady Colin’s case. J could not undertake to 
tollow bim as he went on tor nearly two bours with 
minute care, patieuce and quiet incisiveness tbrougb 
the whole list of wrongs done to hisclient by the de- 
fendant, showing bow tbe latter had courted her wben 
& young and heautiful girl in Scotland, in Septewber, 
1880. Cuntinuing, he stated that a month later Lord 
Co'in wasin a private hospital. suffering from the 
effects of a surgical operation performed with the 
hope of relieving him from the miserable conse 
quences of an illness contracted years befor -, nutwith- 
standing whicb he continued his addresses and engage 1 
to marry her in the month of March fullowing. Tne 
wedding bad to be deterred because of a secund opera. 
tion, but finally took place in ihe month of Juiv of the 
same year. He wasa helpless invalid at the time and 
had to be accompanied by a pr.fessional nerse on his 
wedding tour to the Isle of Wight and during the 
whole period of bis married life. The marriage re- 
mained a mere formality for three montis after it 
had tuken place. At length, reahzing the terrible state 
ot affairs and suffering indescribable agony from ap 
illness contracted feo:n ber hushand, she went to her 
busom friend, Lady Miles, and told her sbe could en- 
dure it no longer, declaring sbe would be the friend 
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Colin, however, insisted with brutal obstinacy that the 

relations should conunue, and wien she left bim and 

went to resije with her parents he hunted her down 

with detectives and actually swore out a warrant -to 

have her thrown into the St. Lazare Prison for im- 

moral women while she was staying at Paris. Finally, 

woen all other methods to bring her back to him had 

failed, he charged her with untaithfulness, and that, 
too, when she was prostrate on a bed of sufiering trom 

the eff-cis of his own heedless indiscreuon. 

There were passages to this awful recital tnat 
seemed to cut into the flesh like aknife. Lord Colin 

Campbell winced and writhed like one on the rack. 
His venerable father, the Duke of Argyll, came in and 
sat down by bis side in the midst of it, bat be could 
not endure bis son’s humiliations, and at the point of 
Sir Charles Russell’s most terrific indictments he rose 
up without ceremony aod left the court, his features 
flusbed and his manner confused. Lord Colin Camp- 
bell seemed to have reached the verge of desperation. 
He turned tothe speaker with a countenance livid 
with rage. vehemently denying some assertion that 
bad been made, whereupon the judye said if there was 
another interruption the offender would be ejected 
from the court. Lady Colin Campbell sat with bowed 
head during the whole speech, raising her fan to ber 
face where the recital was most embarrassing. When 
sir Charles Russell had finished she turned around 
and thanked him with a very sweet smile. 

Lady Miles was then called as first witness for Ladv 
Colin Campbell. Sbe had beena motherly friend of 
Lord Uolin Campbell, but bad deserted bim when she 
dixcovered how grossly be had wronged bis wife. She 
knew all the secrets of this unhapps marriage, had 
been’a counsellor of both, and bad been appealed to 
by both. Her evidence was given in the most matter 
of fact, plain and straightforward manner, and made 
a most favorable impression. It was not completed 
when the court adjourne‘’ for tbe dav. but she had al- 
ready told enuugh to excite the evident sympathy of 
judge.jury and the whole audience except turee or 
tour special friends of the defendant. Lady Colin 
passed out with her father and mother, receiving 
many congratulations when she reached the hall. She 
took the arm of ber solicitor and reached the street by 
& private way to avoid the great gaping crowd that 
blocked up the sidewalk at the main entrance, 

Next day Mr. Finlay, for Lord Colin Canipbell, went 
to work to break duwn Lady Miles’ testimony as to 
the Mary Watson incident. He was certainly not 
wholly successful when be asked her how she re- 
membered the date. She said that she had marked 
it in her prayer book. Where was the prayer book ? 
At Leigh Court, her home. Could she telegrapb for 
it? Yes. : 

Mr. Finlay: “Pending the arrival of the prayer book 
will von, Lady Miles, tell these gentlemen in what 
partofit 1s the entry you made as to Lord Colin’s 
adultery with Amelia Watson ?” 

“I always read the Psalmsin the morning. It was 
on the 17th day of the month and I put a line under 
17th and a line under the M inthe morning prayer.” 

““Whal does that mean ?”” ; 

“That means the 171h, Mary or Amelia Watson. I 
remember that it was in June.” 

The strongest effect produced hy Mr. Finlay in his 
crogs-examination ot Lady Miles was where he quoted 
ber letters to Lord Colin Campbel), in which she used 
towards bim such affectionate terms as**Dear Coco,” 
“‘Poor Dear Boy,” and signing herselt “Your A ffec- 
tionate Muzzie,” even after she had in her pussession 
the secret she had marked so caretully in her prayer- 
book. Jt was also an embarrassing moment for Lady 
Miles and the prosecution when Mr. Finlay quoted 
from her letters to Lord Colin Campbell such expres- 
sions as these about Lady Colin: “I will certainly 
stand furward to give evidence that you were a very 
Jenient husband to her. I don’t suppose any one could 
contradict that. I bave no idea what she bas put into 
tbe indictment against you, What a pity you ever met 
suzh a wonian. Sheis not of a nature to make any 
man happy. She is of a cold, pitiless nature, with no 
fear of God to guide it.” Avotner letter of Lady Miles 
asseris that Lady Colin “is living in a most senseless, 
indelicate munner,” and again: **Dear little boy, it 
seems as if you were never to Le at peace, tirst in body 
and:then in mind. I think al) that family bave gone 
mad,” meaning the Blood family. The most reason- 
able explanation wbich Lady Miles could make to 
bis was that she was at that time very angry with 
Lady Colin for not living with her husband. She was 
opposed :o the divorce pruceedings altogether. 

Now it came to Mr. Finlay’s turn to present the case 
for Lord Colin. 

His disclosures were even more startling than those 
of Sir Charles Russell. It appears trom his statements 
that Lord Colin met Miss Blood at a deer drive in 
Scotland in the autumn of 1880, was struck with ber 
appearance and proposed to her the second day after- 
wards. Au engagementensued. He hau to undergo 
a surgic:l operation in October following fo~ a trouble 
that was perfectly innocent in character. His recovery 
was sluw, and be remained an invalid. The marriage 
tbat was to take place in March was deferred. The 
tacts in the case were conveyed by Lord Colin himself 
to Miss Blood and then to ber mother. Ff e mother 
insisted on the marriage taking place without delay, 
stating tbat her daughter could be a nurse to him. 
Lord Colin, out of regard tor the young lady, pro- 

tested against it. The mother insisted, accused him 
of tnfling with ber daughter’s affections, and even 
wrote to the Duke of Argyll. She was determined 
that the alliance should be made. It was made. A 
disaster, as might he expected, came of it. She, wbo 
had been pledged to become a kind, patient and loving 
nurse, if nothing more, was, In less than six months, 
a giddy woman of the world, with gentleman visitors 
unknown to her bushand and disapproved of by him. 
Whi e he was on a bed of illness for months, she was 
visiting at Paris, Leigh Court, London, and other 
‘places, sometimes unattended, and often deceiving 
Lord (Colin as to ber whereanouis. Lord Blandford, 
now the Duke of Marlboro, had called to see her in 
Scotland as early as september or October, 1881, three 
months after the marriage. He remained an hour 
with ber alone, and wben she went up to her busoand, 
who did not admire the Duke of Marlhoro, and was 
not on speaking terms wiih bim, and be asked her 
what they had been talking about. she sald: “Oh, he 
was only talking about Gladstone.” 

We mav quote here part of the exact words of Mr. 
Finlay: “You wiil find’that during the whole of the 
early months of 1882 Lady Colin had led an independ- 
ent hie. She went outa gfeat deal, returned Jate at 
nicht, sometimes in the company of gentiemen ; she, 
in tact, behaved as if there were no tie whatever be 
tween herand Lord Colin. L pass onto ber next absence 
from her bus apd, which touk place at Waster. 1882,

She had 
frequentiy seen Lord Blandtord in the interval be- 
tween her return from the Christmas visit to Leigh 
Court and tbis Easier visit, and they had been in con- 
stant correspondence. At this Easter Lord Blandtord 
was also op a visit to Leigh Court, and it so happened 
that, whether by accident or design, bis bedroom was 
next to that of Lady Colin. I shall call before you 
witnesses to prove that Lord Blandford and Lady 
Colin committed adultery during this visit, even if. 
they bad not done so betore on tbe 3th of April. The 


course between Lady Colin and Lord Biandford, for 
they were both members of a party which went to 
Paris, Lady Miles acting as Lady Colin’s chaperone. 

“The object of her return can be guessed at from 
what she did, which was to send off ber maid, Rose 
Beir, at once to the latter's native place iu Switzer- 
Jand. Tbe maid in question will be called before vou, 
and [ shall wait witb curtosity to see whether any 
other reason can be suggestea for packinz off Rose 
than that she knew too much and was not quite as dis- 
creet as Lady Colin wished. I passon to the month 
of Angust, 1882, in which Lord Colin went to Scotland, 
Lady Colin remaining at Cadogan place. On the 12th 
of August she went down to Purfleet Hotel. Lord 
Colin came back trom Scotland at the end of August, 
1882, and went down to Leigh Court for the purpuse 
of baving another operation performed in the country 
air, an operation having notbing to do with any such 
disease as Was suggested by Sir (’. Russell. During bis 
stay at Leich Court, Lady Colin was also there, but 
trom time tu time running up to London. It was dur. 
ing thistime thgt the intimacy occurred between ber 
and Dr. Tom Bird, one of the co-respondente, a sur- 
geon, whois, [ believe, forty-two or forty-three years 
of age, and unmarried. He wasa great deal at Jieigh 
Court during the whole ot this visit. and was frequent- 
Ty outin all weathers with Lady Colin, who was ab- 
seut from her busband nearly the whole day and 
evening. She was constantly out. She was not visit- 
ing the poor, and when sae was at bome she was re- 
ceiving visitors who certainly cannot be classed with 
the poor. In thecourse of her visits to town. running 


was perpetually meeting Dr. T. Bird and the latier 
was @ very great deal with her 1p London while ber 
busband was down at Leigh Court. 
“On the 18th of April there occurred the incident 
which has led to Col. Butler being Joined as a co-re- 
spondent in this case. He called upon Lady Colin in 
the afternoon and remained with ner alone tor some 
hours {nu the drawing-room. A lady friend happened 
to'call. and as her carriage came to the door Lady 
Colin came out into the landing, ber face, her dress 
and her hair being in such a state as to attract the at- 
tention of the servant to whom she spoke. She called 
down the stairs: “I am not at home: I am notat 
home,” and the lady friend who called was according. 
ly-dented. Col. Butler’s visit was prolonged. and he 
remained in the house some three hours. At the end 
of that visit, althougb Lord Colin hac rcturned bome 
in the meantime and was on the ground floor, Col. 
Butler came down the stairs very quickly indeed, and 
left the house without seeing Lord Colin. Lady Co- 
hn, as soon as he bad left, went up to her be:iroom, 
remained there a short time, then came down to the 
drawing-room and began playing and singing.” Mr. 
Finlay here related the circumstances of a most sus- 
picious illness with which Lady Colin was attacked 
and in which Dr. Bird was ber physician. It. was an 
evident case of abortion, though she bad not lived 
with her husband for many months. 
Mr. Finlay then made one ot his strongest points. 
* An incident happened during this illness, of which, 
I think, we are pretty well aware, but which will be 
further elucidated, if it be necessary, by evidence— 
that is, the story of the cabman. You remember how 
in her letter Lady Miles says it looks very stspicious 
sending for tbe cabman, and I must say that the stofy 
has all] the elements of suspicion about it. A hansom 
cab went to Lady Colin’s with a letter from Lord 
Blandtord to ber, and he was instructed to take the 
letter up to Lady Colin’s bedroom. The letter was 
sent up in the usuzl way. Lady Colin wrote a letter 
in answer to ttat once, hut she was resolved to take 
extraordinary precautions, su that noone in the house 
should know that she was sending to Lord Blandford. 
So what did she do but send the page boy downstairs 
and told bim to bold the cabman’s horse. while the 
driver was ordered to go upto Lady Colin Campbell's 
bedroom. Thecabman did not Know what be was 
going to doin the Jady’s bedroom, but upon getting 
upstairs and approaching Lady Colin’s bedroom he 
was tuld to come in. Whatever feelings of delicacy 
the cabman had were overruled,and he went into 
Lady Colin’s bedroom and received the letter trom 
ber bands, Lady (‘olin told him not to go anywhere 
before he bad delivered the setter, and to go direct to 
Lord Blandford. so that vou see the extraordinary 
precautions she had to take to prevent any one know- 
ing wbat was passing between ber and Lora Bland- 
ford. 
“The story of the cahman is not, therefore, at all un- 
importani, particularly when you find that Lady Colin 
directed him not to go to any other address than that 
to which he had heen told to go. but to go back direct 
to Lord Blandford’s. bouse with this important and 
mysterious document. You have heard thatin July, 
1883, there was a visit to Sion House. It was arranged 
some time before that Lord and Lady Colin should go 
down on the 10th inst. to Sion House to stay with the 
Duke of Northumberland. Lady Colin knew that the 
arrangement bad been made, but notwithstanding she 
went without consulting ber husband, and made an 
engagement to go out on her own account, as she said, 
in London, fur a day subsequent to the 10th. She told 
Lord Colin that she could not go down on the 10th, as 
she bad made ap engagement of her own in London 
and would follow him lateron. Lord Colin did not 
like this for it is not usual for married people to go 
about tn that way, but Lady Coliv would bave her own 
way, aid she told her busband that she was going to 
stay with Mrs. Bolton, her sister. That of course 
would take away any appearance of impropriety 
about her remaining in London. She did not, how- 
ever. go to ber sister. She remained at 79 Cadogan 
Place for four days after Lord Colin had gone to Sion 
House, and you will find that on the 13th of July sbe 
came home at a vers late hour at night or rather at a 
very early hour in the morning in company with a 
gentleman who stayed some bours in the honse. On 
the 14th of July she rejoined her husband at Sion 
House, and on the 16th there took place a quarrel he- 
tween Lord and Lady Colin, trom which this litiga- 
tion has arisen.” : 
After relating the incidents pertaining tothe visit 
whicb Lady Colin made to ber solicitors immediately 





when sbe went on a third visit to Leigh Court, remain: 


tition was filed In order that it might be in before the 
petition of Lord Colin, the court adjourned tili Mon- 
day. Mr. Finlay will then continue bis address. 
It is needless to say that this presentation of the 
case of Lord Colin made a profound i:npression. The 
effect upon Lady Colin’s mother was t rribie. Sbe 
held ber handkerchief to her face and her fragile, 
shruuken frame looked as though it would sink to the 
floor. Lady Colin herself was not so deeply moved, 
scratching on a piece of paper with ber silver pencil 
most of the time,and now andthen shielding ber 
blushes with her pretty tan. When the court ad- 
journed she and her family and triends ruse up and 
passed out with evident relief. 
Mr. Finlay, continuing. said all of the plaiutiff's alle- 
gations in her petition were false and bad been made 
to intimidate, and had since been withdrawn except 
one charge, the truth or falsity of which could be 
known only to Lady Campbell herself. The defense, 
however, bad evidence that would shed a flood ot 
light upon Lord Colin’s proceedings in Paris in regard | 
to that charge even. Allowance must he made. coun- 
sel contended, for Lord Colin’s action in asking the 
Paris police to arrest his wite and lock ber up itn the 
prostitutes’ prison because at that time the defendant 
believed that his wife was living there in adultery 
witb the Duke of Marlborough. Four persons, Mr, 
Finlay went on, were accused of having been crimin- 
ally intimate with Lady Colin, ; 
Here Mr. Russell, plaintiff's counsel, interrupted, 
saving, *‘Five.” 
“Not necessarily five.” retorted Mr. Finlay. 
“Oh, Mr. Finlas !’ exclaimed Sir Charles Russell, 
The defendant's counsel then continued: “Lady 
Campbell bad written to the Duke of Marlborough as 
Dear George.’ He had taken her home at 2 o'clock 
in the morning, gone up stairs with her and remained 
with hertwenty minutes. On one occasion when he 
came to tea the servant that took tea up to Lady 
Campbell] found the drawing-room locKed, and a little 
later found 1¢ unlocked, and saw that Lady Camphell’s 
hair was disarranged, her face flushed and the turni- 
ture out of place. On these occasions. counsel con. 
etended, the plaintiff had doutilessly misbebaved. 
Ladv Cumpbell’s maid would be called and would 
prove that on more than one occasion while plaintitt 
was hving alone, ber couch at Leigh Court was occu. 
pled by more than one person. A servant and two 
independent witnesses would testifv that plaivtiff had 
committed acts of infidelity in the Purfleet Hotel. Dr. 
Bird and Lady Campbell at one time were constantly 
torether and whenever he called plaintiff used togive 
orders that she was not to be disturbed during his 
presence. Once a cadman saw Dr. B'rd and Lady 
Camptell, while returning from a charitable concert 
in the East End, caressing each other io the cab. On 
this occasion they were driven to Dr. Bird’s house and 
both went in. Tne cabman remained outside, and 
Lady Campbell staved so long that he drove away. It 
would also be shown that when Dr. Bird visited Lady 
Campbell, professionally, he would remain tor hours 
at her bedside in a darkened room. Reterring to 
Chief Shaw, of the London Fire Brigade, Mr. Finlay 
said Laiy Campbell met the chief in an unfurnished 
drawing-room in Cadogan place. in 1881, and remained 
with bim an hour. and during 1882 was with him alone 
in adining-room under conditions which would con- 
vince the jnry that plaintift and Chief Shaw were 
wrong- doing. 

The evidence connecting Lady Colin Campbell) with 


remained when be called vron the plaintiff. Two 
shameless women had cuncocted the story of Lord 
Colin’s criminal intimacy with his wife’s msid, Mary 
Watson. The defense wou'ld produce two surgeons 
who would swear that Mary Watson was virgo intacta, 
and that therefore it was impossible that the detendant 
could vave been guilty of adultery with her. At this 
point Mr. Finlay denounced with great excitement 
and passion what he called “the infainous fraud and 
perjury and the shameless conduct of Lady Miles and 
Lady Colin Campbell.’ He accused Lady Miles of 
prostituting ber praver-book by inserting therein the 
dates of Lord Colin Camphell’s nileged wrong doings 
for the purpose of accumulaing data upon which to 
found the present suit. 

Two physicians were called. Both testified they 
had examined Mary Wa'son and had found ber pure 
Neither. however, on cross-exumination, could swear 
that an attempt to assault the girl had not been made. 

Mary Watson hersel! was then sworn. She isa tall, 
slim girl. She testified that she was a bousemaid for 
Lord Colin Camphell from 181 til! 1883. She denied 
all ot Lady Miles’s testimony concerning ihe alleged 
Intimacy hetween witness and Lord Colin. Lady 
Colln's maid used to post letters for her mistress, and 
witness often saw the names of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough and Chief Shaw on the envelopes. When tbe 
Duke of Marlborough called he used to ring the 
servants’ bell. Witness once showed the Duke Into 
the dining room when he called because ber mistress 
was with Lord Colin in his bedroom. Witness went 
up and called Lady Colin out, saying the cook wanted 
tosee her When Lady Coli came out witness told 
her it was the Duke. and not the cook, aud Lady Colin 
said: ‘Thank you, Mary.” 

Dr. Bird on one occasion took tea with Lady Colin 
before going with her toa concert. When the carriage 
arrived witness went to announce it to Lady Colinand 
found that she and Dr. Bird had gone to Lady Colin’s 
bedroom. Lady Colin came to the door, saying as she 
did so, **Keep your hand on that dose, doctor.” 

Being cross-examined, witness said she saw no dose 
when Dr. Bird received the injunction to keep bis 
hand on the dose. 

When asked by Solicitor Lewis if she bad ever seen 
any impropriety on the part of Lady Colin, witness 
replied that she never bad. Witness admitted having 
written letters to Lord Colin, bat asservated that abe 
had never signed them ‘Your affectionate Mary,” but 
simply “Mary.” 

The case was then adjourned.

Hazan led, but Warren plantcd several full blows upon 
the face and body of his antagonist throughout theround. Warren 
was declared the winner. 


Al. Masters and Dick Wilson, of Williamsburg, L. I., 
were to fight at Ridgewood, L. I., recently, but Sheriff Mitchell. 
of Queens county, interfered. It was agreed that there should 
be another meeting, but Wilson failed to keep the appointment. 
Masters wanted to fight, and to accommodate him a purse was 
raised and Patsy Cummings invited to enter the ring. and Cum- 
mings consented. Trouble then arose with the proprietor of the 
hotel where the meeting took place and he refused the puzgilists 
the use of his house, but the backer of Masters was equal to the 
occasion and invited all hands to his summer residence near 
Glendale. Early in the morning the men, who are feather weights, 
entered the parlor and, using small gloves commenced procecdings. 
In the first round Masters had much the best of the work. and 
time was called with Cummings being badly hurt with a right 
handed blow. The second round was also in favor of Masters, 
as was the third, when Cummings’ face was seriously bruised. 
Then Cummings claimed that he was not being properly han- 
died, and the fight was given to Masters. 


In 1881 John L. Sullivan and John Flood wer 
matched to fight for a purse of $750. Flood was a novice; he had 
never fought in the ring, but in rough-and-tumbles he had proved 
himself quite an expert, and he had many admirers, who were confi- 
dent that if he could not conquer Sullivan that he would make a 
bold stand in front of him. The battle was fought on a barge on 
the Hudson River. Eight well-contested rounds were fought, 
Flood proving a better man than many gave him credit for; but he 
was overmatched, and after a desperate battle which lasted six- 
teen minutes, Sullivan was declared the winner. Since then Flood 
has been eager to-meet Sullivan again. but his friends have pre- 
vented him from doing so. Now noone can stop the burly boxer 
from meeting Sullivan, and judging from the parties who are 
behind Flood, the match will be arranged and furnish amusement 
for eizht or ten thousand spectators, besides putting thousands of 
dollars in Sullivan's and his manager's pocket. 


John L, Sullivan is not going to be allowed to rest on 
his laurels, although he has settled Paddy Ryau's claim to the 
championship. A noted sporting man. who is well known in the 
vicinity of the horse market and Bull's licad, has decided to match 
John Flood to meet Sullivan in the 24-foot ring, with gioves, and 
he has authorized Flood toissue the following challenge:

Having been defeated once 
by J. L. Sullivan, in case I am successful with Mr. Rvau, I would 
like to meet John L. Sullivan once more, if be will give me the 
privilege of doing so. Yours, etc., Joun Fioop, 
Man and money at the above hotel. 

Sullivan will, no doubt, accept Flood’s challenge, and the sport- 
ing element are confident thata match will be arranged between 
Sullivan and Flood. 


A desperate prize fight was decided near Peoria, IIl., 
recently, be.ween Harry McCoy. of Decatur, and Chas Woods, of 
St. Louis, well known as a trainer of Duncan McDonald. An old 
ice shed in a secluded spot on the Illinois River was selected as the 
place of meeting and those who witnessed it saw a fight which. for 
brutality, has few equal:.. An old set of two-ounce gloves, with the 
hair nearly all removed, were used. The fight was according to the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules and for $250 a side. Jim Connors 
seconded McCoy, and Woods was attended to by Tom Dunn. J. W 

Berkeley, of Peoria, was chosen referee. McCoy weighed 142 
and Woods 154 pounds. McCoy was compelled to do all the fighting. 
and landed heavily on Woods's ribs and stomach, which soon be 

came bruised and swollen. Woods landed a right-handed swinging 
blow which staggered McCoy, but soon he was in-ropes, at latter's 
mercy, and the round closed decidedly in favor of McCoy. There 
Was no sparring for opening, but both men sailed in for the second 
round, and after 144 minutes savage fighting McCoy floored his 
opponent with a terrific right-hander, which nearly ended the fight- 
The remainder of the round was in McCoy's favor. The third round 
saw first blood for Woods, who got home a terrific smash on McCoy's 
mouth ; McCoy now became desperate, and went at Woods like a 
tiger, smashing his face, nose and ears in a horrible manner. In 
the fourth round both gloves were red with gore, and Woods bled 
from his wounds till he was painted adeepcarmine ; McCoy floored 
Woods again , Woods took the ten seconds allowed and got in a 
savaze blow as he was nising. The fifth round was the 
hardest fought of any, and found Wood: with second 
wind He sent in a terrific right-hander, which made 
McCoy wiuce. cutting his lip. McCoy, who now bled freely, 
countered heavily on ribs. Inthe sixth round McLoy sent Woods 
to the ground twice, and ended the fight by a well-measured right 

hander which knocked Woods completely out. He tried hard to 
rise, but each time fell back a helpless mass. bruised and bleeding, 
and vomiting freely. McCoy was awarded the fight and stakes, 

but made Woods a present of the gate receipts. The spectators 
made up a purse of $50 for Woods aad declared it the best fight they 
ever witnessed.

The following are the new amended baseball rules of 
the National League Association : 

1. The bigh and low ball system of delivery was eliminated, and 
in future any ball sent over the plate at auy point between the bats- 
mar’s knee and shoulder will be called a fair ball. 

2. Bunting the ball will not be allowed, ani any obvious. attempt 
to make a foul hit shall be scored and called as a strike. 

3. Competing clubs will not toss for choice of po:ition in future. 
it being the invariable right ofthe home club to send its men to 
field or to bat, as its captain may desire. © 

4. Five bal!s and four strikes will now be allowed the batsman, 
instead of six balls and three strikes, as the rule of last year de- 
clared. 

5. When a batsman takes two bases on n called balls ‘he sha!l be 
credited with a base hit. 

6. A bataman shall take his base when stru:k by a pitched ball. 

7. Any motion whatever upon tbe part of a pitcher to deceive 
the batsman shall be considered a balk, the balk rule of the Amer- 
ican Association having been adopted by the committee. 

8. Should a baseman in touching a bagin any way break it from 
its fastenings he ghall be considered saf> if-he touches the spot 
or stake where the bag had rested before being touched with the 
ball, and need not follow the bag. 

9. The captains of teams only are allowed to address the um- 

ire. 
, 10. The captain of the homeclub shall be the sole judze as to 
whether or not the grounds are in a fit cundition to begin the game 
upon. ; 

11. Every game must begin at least two hours before sundown. 

12. No base runner shall be permitted to have a <ubstitute. If be 
is injured or incapacitated from running the bases he must tetire 
from the field. 

13. A batsman shall be declared out. after his fourth strike, no 
matter what becomes of the ball, so t:at there can be no more 
muffed third (or fourth) strikes. This will not prevent the men on 
bases taking the next base, however, upon the catcher’s error, if 
be can do so. 

14. The pitcher’s box shall in future measure five and a half in- 
stead of five feet, and the pitcher will be required to stand with his 
right foot. if he be a right-handed pitcher, or his left foot, if he be 
a left-handed pitcher, upon the rear line of the box, ani his other 
foot advanced upon a direct line in front of him or a little to the 
left of a direct line. He must hold the ball before him and will not 
be permitted to hold it behind himself nor athis hip Hecan 
swing bimself around upon his rear foot to throw the bases, but 
must assume his proper position again before delivering the 
ball over the plate, and but one step furward, and that, too. inside 
the lines of his box, can be taken in his deliverv. 

15. There can be but two catchers for each team, and they will 
be confined to the coachers’ boxes near first and thir: bases. No 
coacher will be permitted toad Iress any remark of an insulting or 
annoying nature to any player ur to the umpire, and wiil only be 
allowed to caution or direct the base runners of their respective 
teams in such language as may be absolutely necessary to ase in 
cautioning or directing. 

16. No battery errors shall be scored in the crror column, but 
may be entioned in the summary. 

17. The order of the summary shall be as follows:— Number of 
earned runs, two-base hits. three base hits, home ruus, dou le and 
triple plays and by whom scored, bases on call-d balls and off of 
which pitcher they are taken, number of men sent to bases upon 
being hit by pitched ball and by wuich pitcher, passed balls, wild 
pitches, time of game and unipire. 

18. The pitcher shall be credited with no assist for striking 
out a batsman, and no mention of same shall be made in the sum- 
mary. 

19. Every base runner making a clean steal shal be credited with 
a stolen base. Should he attempt to steal a base, and the catcher 
or pitcher should throw will o aceman muff a tirown ball 
permitting the player to reach ase safely, the play suall be 
scored as a stolen base, and not as a base on error, althoush «1¢ 
error itself shal! be char zed in due form in the error colu.. o. 

20. The ‘‘tota) base’ column shall be eliminated from the score, 
and a‘ base stolen’’ column substitut-d therefor. 

21 A permanent committee on rules, with full power to act, shall 
be appointed each year to serve for ove year irom Dec. 15, the 
League and As*oviation and other organizations under the national 
agreemeaot appointing their delegates thereto at their respeetive an- 
bual mevtings. 

22. The cole of rules adopted shall be termed ‘The National 
Playing Bules of Professional Basebal! Club.”

The 
referee of course shouts, as is the custom, “Break.” the skillful 
and scientific boxer steps back, pursues the same tactics, until he 
finally bas his unskillful antagonist conquered.

Maiden, her dam, was the best mare of her day, winner 
of the Travers and other stakes, and was the dam of James A., 
Parole, Paw Paw, Pappoose, Perfection, Pawnee and Powhattan, 
the promising sire. Kitty Clark was the dam of Charlotte Buford 
(dam of Florence I., dam of Powhattan IIJ. and Florio), Kate Clark 
Rosa Clark and La Henderson (dam of Ferida, Aella and Ferona). 
Miss Obstinate was the dam of Mary Murris and Ann Innis, from 
whom Falsetto, Lizzie Lucas, Geo. Kinney, Rhadamanthus, Eachus, 
Nemesis, Dew Drop and many great ones have descended. 


J.W. D., Latonia, Ky.—Fred Charles Archer was born at Chel- 
tenham on the eleventh of January, 1857, bis father being a steeple- 
chase jockey of great ability. His elder brother, William, was 
killed at Cheltenham Steeplechases in 1878 while riding a horse 
called Salvanie. His younger brother, Charlies. for some time a 
jockey, is now a prosperoustrainer. Fred Archer was married in 
the early part of 1883 to Miss Nellic Rose Dawson, daughter of Mr. 
John Dawson. Newmarket was en fete for the occasion—the town 
being decorated in the most lavish manner, and an ox was ronsted 
whole for the entertainment of the townsfolk. Royalty was repre- 
sented in the presents which poured iu for the auspicious occasion, 
andthe total value of the gifts received was between £3,000 and 
£4,000. His wedded life was destined to be a very short one, for 
the day after giving birth to a daughter Mrs. Archer died, on the 
sixth of November, 1884. He died one day and two years after he 
lost big wife, the dates being sixth of November, 18°4, and eighth 
of November, 1886. It may be of interest to state that the famous 
jockey’s las¢ mount was on Tommy Tittlemouse, at Lewes, and 
that altogether in his phenomenal career be rude no féwer than 
2,747 winners.

\ 1:473{, 1:473{, and also a sweepstakes, two-mile heats, beating East- 
er, in 4:06, 4:06%. At Louisville he won a sweepstakes, mile heats, 
beating Georgia Woods and Grant, in 1:48%4, 1:50% ; also walked 
over for a sweepstakes of two-inile heats. Asa 4-year old, at St. 
Louis, he won a sweepstakes, mile heats, three in hve, Scotland 
winning the first heat; ume—1:50%, 1:48%4, 1.5034, 1:49%. At 
Louisville he won at two-mile heats. beating Loadstone in 
3:36%%, 3:38, (the first mile of the second heat in 1:44); 
at the same mecting won ao purse of $800, three- 
mile heats, distancing Losdstone and Dr. Lindsay in 
the first heat, in 5:49%. At Cincinnati he beat Red Oak, in 3:40, 
3:10%. distancing Red Oak in the second heat, and then distanced 
Leatherings at four miles in the mud in 3:26. and at Louisville 
walked over for the two-mile heats. The following ycar (1866) as 
a 5-year-old he walked over for the Woodlawn Vase, no one having 
the temerity to start against him. His winnings reached $12,800. 
Ic the summer of 1565 there began a great deal of buntcring over 
the merits of Asteroid and Kentucky, who was winning quite as 
often in the East as the former had in the West. In July of that 
year Mr. John Hunter, one of the owners of Kentucky, spurred ty 
the boasts of the Asteroid people, issucd to Asteroid an 
offer to start Kentucky against any horse at two or 
three-mile heats, for from $10,000 to $25,000 a side, at Saratoga, 
Mr. Alexander had nominated Asteroid for te Cup at Saratoga, 
but changed his mind and refused to come East, whereupon East- 
ern men began to claim that he was afraid to meet Kentucky. The 
controversy became general. Finally, on July 27. Mr. Alexander 
broke his silence by a letter to Mr. Hunter explaining bis silence. 
and offering two match: s of 8 and 4-mile heats, to be run at Cincin- 
nati and Louisville, $10,000 a side each. It was merely replying to 
Mr. Hunter's challenge with a counter challenge and Mr Hunter 
r-fused it. Then Kentucky won the Saratog cup. Again negotia- 
tions were opened for a match, but they came to naught, although 
St. Louts offered a $10,000 purse and Cincivnati $5,000. Then came 
the building of Jerome Park in 1866 and the grand meeting in 
» | September, to which Mr. Alexander made extensive nominations, 
. among them Asteroid. When Ast: reid arrived at Jcrome Park to 
{ | meet Kentucky at the great ineugural mecting it aroused a national 
ivuterest.

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JIMMY HOPE, SR.

Jimmy Hope’s eight-year senience expired at the 
San Quentin Prison, California, last week. He vas 
banded over to Inspector Byrnes of this city. Hope, 
who is one of the oldest, most daring and most suc- 
cesstul crooks in the Untied States, must stand trial 
for robbing the Manhattan Savings Institution on Oct, 
27. 1878. This audacious er:me, by which the institution 
was rob ed of &2,170.000, procuced a sensation. Four 
well-known burglirs were convicted for the crime. 
Among them was Johnny Hope, Jinmy’s son. He 
was sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment June 
29. 1879. and he is now in Sing Sing. 

Although ihbirty-five of Jimmy Hope’s fifty-six years 
have been spent in crime, bis deep-rooted love of 
liberty bas led him to break Jail twice. Always a bard 
man to catch, he generally managed to get away after 
a burglary. fis crimes have paid weil, and at the 
time of bis arrest in San Francisco his fortune was es- 
timated at $500,000. April 5. 1869. Hope and George 
Leslie, alias Howard who was afterwards mysterious- 
ly murderec near Yonkers, robbed the Beneficent 
Savings Institution of Philadelphia of $1,300.000. The 
next year the Paymaster’s office of the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard was robbed of a large sum. and Hope was 
strongly susvected, but no positive proof could be ob 
tained against him. Soon afterwards he was heard 
irom in the interior of this Siate. where he robbed a 
hitle bank. Hope, “Rig Frank’? McCoy, Joe Howard, 
alias Kingland and Jim Brady opened the First Na- 
tional Bank of Wilmington, Del., soon afterwards, 
They were all convicted, but inthe prison McCoy or- 
ganized a bold revolt and the entire gang escaped. 

On the nignt of Feb. 2, 1871, a sbort, muscular man 
in police uniform went to tbe South Kensingtun Bank, 
Philad¢Jphia, and told the watchman tbat be bad been 
sent to guard the hank, as the officials bad heard that 
ic was to be robbed that night. Half a dozen men in 
unilorm were soon at the door, which was locked as 
soon as they were admitted, It was long after business 
hours. The watchman was knocked senseless by the 
short man, who was Jimmy Hope, and the ’° police- 
men,” who were members of the gang, rifled the vault. 
Hope was convicted and sent tothe Eastern Peniten- 
tlary wbence he escaped in a short time. Assisted by 
Abe Coaklev, Hope made an unsuccessful attempt 
upon the Deep Hiver (Conn.) Bank in 1878.
